Paris.—Paris has mad e a new d is­ 
cov ery in the archiv es of the National 
library . 
It is perhaps d u e to the fact 
that after y ears of inad equ ate lighting 
facilities electricity has finally mad e a 
triu mphant entry into its d im stacks, 
bu t from whatev er cau se a d iscov ery 
of pecu liar Interest to Americans has 
been mad e. Hid d en away among many 
old manu scripts a French scholar has 
fou nd 
. . 
. hu t It is better to giv e 
the story in the word s of George G. 
Tou d ou ze, who tells it in Le Figaro. 
“Once u pon a time—this is not a 
fairy tale—there was stowed away in 
a box in the National library In Paris 
a su perb manu script map, measu ring 
u bou t a y ard long and a little less 
than three-qu arters of a y ard high. It 
was a planisphere d esign, painted and 
written on pu re parchment. This map 
hu d been acqu ired in 18 49 at a sale of 
the effects of Comte d e Challu s, for 
the mod est su m of 250 francs. 
Once 
j ad d ed to the possessions of the library 
j it was left hid d en away u ntil the 
. learned Konrad Kertschmer, master 
of geographic sciences in Berlin, hap- 
! pened to glance at it. 
Ho there and 
' then pronou nced it ‘a Sljtenth centu ry 
Portu gu ese map.’ 
Und er this cate­ 
gorical 
d escription 
it 
continu ed 
to 
slu mber u nd istu rbed in its retreat. 


German Savan t Missed Mark. 
“Bu t 
it 
chanced 
that 
one 
« lay 
i Charles d e la Uonciere came across it 
and his interest was at once arrested 
by the splend id specimen. 
A Portu ­ 
gu ese planisphere? of the six teenth 
centu ry ? 
What d id this strange d e­ 
scription mean? After prolonged analy ­ 
sis, De la lionciere was able to an­ 
nou nce that Konrad Kertschmer had 
absolu tely no id ea of d iscrimination— 
d ate, au thor, orgin, v alu e, ev ery thing 
had escaped his appreciation. 
For, 
far from being a Six teenth centu ry 
Portu gu ese map, the manu script map 
in the National library is none other 
than the one which Christopher Co­ 
lu mbu s had d esigned with his own 
hand s and presented to Ferd inand and 
Isabella on the field of Santa Fe, d u r­ 
ing the siege of Granad a, the last 
stronghold of the Moors in Spain. The 
great Genoese had come to solicit from 
their Catholic majesties a few small 
v essels to make the v oy age across the 
u nknown Atlantic. This is the actu al 
map on which the fu tu re d iscov erer of 
America had , in ord er to conv ince his 
roy al patrons, inscribed in totality all 
known geographical points of the time. 
“By a clev er series of d ed u ctions, 
De la lionciere has been able to re­ 
establish many facts which had es­ 
caped the ey e of the German geog­ 
rapher. 
The presence of the Cape of 
Good Hope is the proof of work pos­ 
terior to 14S8. Also, there are Italian 
terms and a d etailed panorama of 
Genoa which, first, prov e the au thor t«> 
be an Italian and , second ly , a Genoese. 
Again, we know of the ex istence of 
su ch a map on the testimony of a little 
<*lerk in the serv ice of Card inal Men­ 
d oza, who, hid d en behind a chair— 
happy ind iscretion!—had witnessed its 
presentation by Christopher Colu mbu s 
to the Spanish sov ereigns, d u ring the 
famou s siege of Granad a, in 149 1. 


Ch aracter of Wo rk In d icates Date. 
“On the planisphere the d esigner 
has mentioned Granad a, seen from the 
ou tsid e, which wou ld ind icate that he 
was ign« >rant of the interior, its he had 
mentioned the Interiors of other cities, 
su ch as Sev ille. 
Moreov er, in front of 
the besieged stronghold he had marked 
ou t a little town. 
This town is Santa 
Fe, bu ilt between Ju ly 14 and Septem­ 
ber 14, 149 1, to serv e its a military 
base d u ring the siege, which came to 
an end Janu ary 2, 149 2 with the 
triu mphal 
entry 
of 
their 
Catholic 
majesties into Granad a. 
Christopher 
Colu mbu s was inclu d ed in their su ite. 
Therefore, the map mu st hav e been 
planned between Ju ly 14, d ate of the 
fou nd ation of Santa Fe, and Janu ary 
2, 149 2. 
Colu mbu s wou ld nev er hav e 
d esigned the ex terior <»f a captu red 
city if he had become familiar with 
its interior. 
“This map, d ated by its contents and 
id entified by these d etails, Is therefore 
the v ery one on which, to the sou nd of 
the Spanish cannon bombard ing the 
walls of Aboo-Abd aliah-Boabd il, the 
finger of Colu mbu s traced ou t for the 
attentiv e Isabella the rou te of the 
Great Ad v entu re. 


wen who were study ing the su bject 
beca me conv inced tha t'the a irpla ne 
cou ld not really begin to mean much 
In the matter <)f postal transportation 
u ntil the d istances cov ered were at 
least 1.0XJ miles. 
Hence the d riv e 
was begu n for the establishment of 
the transcontinental serv ice. 
When night fly ing was planned nat­ 
u rally the first qu estion was one of 
lights. 
The mall plane pilots mu st 
hav e the way blazed for them across 
the continent by friend ly beacons, the 
regu lar land ing field s mu st be ad e­ 
qu ately 
illu minated 
and 
emergency 
land ing places mu st be ind icated . 
Al­ 
most all of the earlier su ggestions 
mad e to the air-mail serv ice were for 
the u se of some sort of high-powered 
beam, shining d irectly and v ertically 
into the air, bu t ex periments with su ch 
lights prov ed them to be any thing bu t 
d esirable. Other su ggestions inclu d ed 
the Illu mination by means of search­ 
lights on large white conical stru c­ 
tu res, su ch as the d ome of the national 
capltol, the id ea being that the reflec­ 
tion wou ld tu rn the trick. 
Hit Upon by Chance. 
Bu t that was fou nd impractical and 
it was only throu gh the merest chance 
that the efTeetiv e sy stem was hit u pon. 
Late one night Colonel Hend erson was 
awaiting a train at u station in a small 
Illinois city . He saw his train coming, 
or at least lie saw the head light, and 
began to get his baggage together 
when a friend told him that there 
was n«> hu rry , that the train was still 
at least sev enteen miles away , and 
that the reason he saw it was be­ 
en u s-" the track was perfectly straight 
for those Se v enteen miles and he was 
looking d irectly into the head light of 
the locomotiv e. 
“Right there we solv ed at least for 
the moment, ou r problem of lights,” 
say s the air mail chief. “All we had 
to d o was pu t a brilliant searchlight 
u p in the air and rev olv e it so that 
at least once in each rev olu tion it 
wou ld shine d irectly into the ey es of 
the pilot.” 
The d epartment 
now has 
lights, 
operated on this principle, the larger 
of which is v isible bn an ord inary 
night for ov er 150 miles, and the 
smaller for ov er forty miles.

First Sax o pho ne is 
Traced to Belgian 


London.-—The saxophone was 
not an accident b y any means, it 
is explained, having b een in­ 
vented b y Antoine Joseph Sax, 
horn at Dinant, Belgium, Novem­ 
b er 6, 181 i, tiie son of a reed in­ 
strument maker. He studied at 
the Brussels Conservatoire of 
Music and his proficiency on 
b oth the flute and the clarinet 
b ecame 
marked. 
There 
were 
many opportunities for Sox to 
b ecome a musician of note, b ut 
he preferred to return to the 
b ench. 
Moving to Paris In 1842. Sax 
produced the first “saxhorn” in 
1843. 
In 1849 a soprano saxo 
phone was manufactured and 
patented, followed b y the family 
of the alto, tenor and b aritone 
saxophone. 
Sax. however, failed to profit 
b y his work, and at the age of 
eighty -two,
